71.34.052; adding new sections to chapter 71.34 RCW creating a new
section; and recodifying RCW 71.34.010, 71. 34. 020, 71. 34. 140,
71.34.032, 71.34.250, 71.34.280, 71.34.260, 71.34.240, 71.34.230,

NEW SECTION. Sec. 1. The legislature finds that, despite explicit
statenents in statute that the consent of a mnor child is not required
for a parent-initiated adm ssion to inpatient or outpatient nental
health treatnent, treatnent providers consistently refuse to accept a
m nor aged thirteen or over if the mnor does not also consent to
treatment. The legislature intends that the parent-initiated treatnent
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provisions, wth their acconpanying due process provisions for the
m nor, be nmade fully avail able to parents.

NEW SECTION. Sec. 2. A new section is added to chapter 71.34 RCW
to read as foll ows:

A minor child shall have no cause of action agai nst an eval uation
and treatnment facility, inpatient facility, or provider of outpatient
mental health treatnment for admtting or accepting the mnor in good
faith for evaluation or treatnent under RCW 71. 34. 052 or 71.34.054 (as
recodified by this act) based solely upon the mnor's |lack of consent
if the mnor's parent has consented to the evaluation or treatnent.

Sec. 3. RCW71.34.052 and 1998 ¢ 296 s 17 are each anended to read
as follows:

(1) A parent may bring, or authorize the bringing of, his or her
mnor child to an evaluation and treatnment facility or an inpatient
facility and request that the professional person exam ne the mnor to
determ ne whether the mnor has a nental disorder and is in need of
i npatient treatnent.

(2) The consent of the mnor is not required for adm ssion,
evaluation, and treatnent if the parent brings the mnor to the

facility.
(3) An appropriately trained professional person my evaluate
whet her the minor has a nental disorder. The evaluation shall be

conpleted within twenty-four hours of the tine the mnor was brought to
the facility, unless the professional person determnes that the

condition of the mnor necessitates additional tine for evaluation. In
no event shall a mnor be held longer than seventy-two hours for
eval uati on. If, in the judgment of the professional person, it is
determned it is a nedical necessity for the mnor to receive inpatient
treatnment, the mnor may be held for treatnent. The facility shal

limt treatnment to that which the professional person determnes is
nmedically necessary to stabilize the mnor's condition until the

eval uati on has been conpleted. Wthin twenty-four hours of conpletion
of the evaluation, the professional person shall notify the departnent
if the child is held for treatnent and of the date of adm ssion.

(4) No provider is obligated to provide treatnent to a m nor under
the provisions of this section except that no provider nmay refuse to
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treat a minor under the provisions of this section solely on the basis
that the mnor has not consented to the treatnent. No provider may
admt a mnor to treatnment under this section unless it is nedically
necessary.

(5) No mnor receiving inpatient treatnent under this section may
be discharged fromthe facility based solely on his or her request.

(6) Prior to the review conducted under RCW 71.34.025 (as
recodified by this act), the professional person shall notify the m nor

of his or her right to petition superior court for release fromthe
facility.
